FAIR TEST OF SCHOLARSHIP 


The season of examinations is 
here again, the dreaded © finals | 
for university students and, later, 
for secondary and primary scious 
pupils. It is the time for burning 
the miduight oll, ior 
trepidation apd valu remorse for 
waustedopportunities, 

Inevitably the season brings 
with it the perennial question; 
Are examinations a fair test o1 
scho.wrship ? It is generally recog 
nized that they are pot the perfect 
criterion, Many of the brightest 
students become pervous and exci- 
ted aud are unable to do themsel- 
ves justice. Others, who may have 
idled all year but have a faculty 
for cramming, come off with flying 
colors. Besides, the scope of any 
test is necessarily limited and may 
not be ap exact indication of Wiia 
the candidate bas derived from a 
of study. But examinations 
do reveal, approximately at least, 
ithe knowledge of those examineu. 
It is altogether unlikely that a 
bright pupil wii fail utterly, o: 
that a dullard will make the grade. 
the examination ts as fair a test 
4s las been devised under the pre 
espt system of large classes anu 
stundardized courses. 

A much more vital and important ! 
question is whether the passing ot| 
examinations Bas Bot become wi | 
chief aim of education. It almost 
seems that it has.

education, Education should be 
tore thang the imparting of know 
ledge, he says; it should be the 
teaching of skill, And skill he de- 
(iRes as “a thing of infinite variety 
covering the excellent doing of 
everything from sweeping a room 
to governing a state,” Skill implies 
the combining of the functions of 
mind and body, and education 
should recognize man as an insep 
arable unity. It should not, there- 
fore consist chiefly in passing 
miental tests but should advance 
towards a wider culture. 

Whether Dr Jacks is right in bis 
Idea of the function of education 
will be a matter of opinion. Broad- 
ly, there are two accepted aims. 
Une, the bald, practical aim of the 
materialist, is to fit the pupil to 
earn a living. The other, the cul- 
(tural adn of the idealist is to 
teach the pupil to Uve to the ful- 
lest im usefulness and enjoyment. 
In either case it is difficult to see 
why stress should be laid on the 
passing of examinations, for ob- 
viously this does mot determine 
success ip life, however success be 
detined. Whatever the purpose 01 
education, examinations woulu 
teem to have ttle place in It. 

This may be an idealistic view. 
Examinations are undeniably 01 
value in the existing educational 
system. They are helpful, essen: 
ial perhaps, in grading pupils for 
the sake of convenience and mini 
mizing of effort ip teaching. They 
help maintain uniformity in a co 
ordinated school system. And fin- 
ally in the various professions 
such as law, medicine and ac 
tountancy, they safeguard the pub- 
lic by testing the knowledge and 
ability of aspiring practitioners. 

Examinations seem to have & 
glace. But surely that place is not 
the local point of the educationa! 
system. Modern educationists have 
Ideals. They would not admit tbat 
examinations should overshadow 
sll other considerations. But in ac- 
tual practice, passing tests seems 
to be the objective of teaching 
and learning. If this be so, surely 
the emphasis falls in the wrour 
place, and the system is out of 
proportion,
